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NEW YORK GOSSIP.

Daring Pomd Robbery—Report of the
Fire Marshall—Das Schutzomfont—The
Ulty Hegisterahip,

New Yonk, Aug.7.—Yesterday, at about two
o'clock In the aftermoon, a young man of re-
gpectable appearance entered the office of the
Btar Fire Insurance Company, No, 98 Broadway.
and inquired of one of the clarks st the counter
if Mr. —— (mentioning the name of s gentle-
man who oceasionslly ealls there) was within.
He wns answered that the clerk did not know,
and directed to proceed to the back office
and make forther inquiry there. The
counter where questioner and questioned

n this dialogne stood, one on each sid®
of i, is just Ineide the streel door,
running st right angles from the front of the
bullding. The counter is about three feet in
height and terminater, about six feet from the
wall, in a rapge of desk a foot higher than the
counter used in the trnpsaction of the businoss
of the company. During the colloquy given
above, the Secretary of (he company stood at
the extreme end of this long desk, nearest the
Hght, taking down the numbers of a quauntity
of five-twenty bonds of different denominations,
amounting, in all, to $40,000, which had just
been received in the office ns collateral on o
loan made by the company, nud accompanying
which the customary memorsndum of number
had not been recerved, Just as the young man
was informed lo look for the party he inguired
for in the back office, the Becretury, having
ocoasion to usen blot-shoet, sllghtly turned bi
head from the light to reach one, and almos
fmmediately resuming his  former position
found, to his consternntion, that in thisaligh
futerval the bonds had been removed—
gnatched away, while the sight of *'the
young man" making rapid tracks up the steps
into the street informed him by whom. To
Jjump over the counter and follow the thiel oc-
cupied the scoretary but an lostaut; bat on
galmiog Broadway his cry of “Stop thief!”
brought such a crowd around, all eager to
learn what's the matter, that he lost gight of
the fugitive, and was obliged to relinguish the
pursuit of him. That the man entered the office
of the insurance company with the intention of
stealing, and ueed the name of a party whom
he may have learned pometimes called there, or
dropped on the name hap-hazard, as nn excuse
for coming ip, is almost certain, as the bounds
had just been carried around from Jay Cooke &
Co.’s office, whence they Lad doubtless been
followed, in the hope that a favorable opportu-
nity would offer on the street for stealing them,
which not happening caused the thiefl in very
desperation atlosing so rich'a prize to risk the
bolder movemeut, The compauy desire it stated
that the loss of theéze bonds, even if never re-
covered, will not in the least cripple them or
materially affect their monetary safety,

Fire Marshal Brockeit, in his report of fires
during the month of July last, gives the follow”
Ing figures:—The total number of fires and
alarms was 90, OFf these 45 were extinguished
by the Fire Department without any alarm being
given, and the police discovered and extin-
gulshed 15, Seven were of incendiary origin,
cight from explosion of fireworks, and seven
from explosion of kerosene lamps. Two men
were airested and committed to answer for acts
of incendiurism—Simon Btrauss, charged with
sotting fire to the ciear store No. 260 Bouth
street, held in £5000 by Justice Dodge, and Wil-
helm Abel, for av attempt al argon on the pre*
mises of H. Busuer, Eighth avenue, between
Bixty-fourth and Sixty-fifth streets, held by Jus
tice Kelly in $1000. The total amovont of lnsscs
occasioned by fire during the moath of July waa
$175,560, which wns covered by an aggregate
insurance of $420,740.

The annual festival of the Brooklyn Schuetzen
Corps, which began on Wednesday, was con-
tinued yestorday at Myrtle Avenue Park. At
104 o'clock A. M. the Brooklyn and Williams-
burg Schuetzen Corps, numbering each 70 men,
were on the ground, and lost but little time in
commencing operations. ©n the first day the
targets (double-hended Austrian esgles), had
been well riddled, and it only remained to
obliterate the bodies of both birds, and the tai
which still remained to the bird which the
Brooklyn men had set up. At 2 P M, yesterday
the tail was shot nway by Captain C. B. Wrede
who thereby became entitled to the first prize,
gnd the honor of being crowned ns the king o.
the fest.

THE CATTLE DISEASE.

Arrival of the Texans Fever at Plttaburg.
From the Pittsburg Commercial of August b,
Considerable exeltement was crested iu the
city yesterday by the arrivad from the West of u
stock t1ain containing a lurge number of catdle,
all of which seem more or jess ullected wilth the
Bpanish or “Texas” fever. The train cousisted
o! eighteen cars, ¢ontainivg fu all aboat three
hundred head. On its arrival here, sixty-four
of the enimals were found to have died on the
way, and Juring yesterday mauoy that seemed 1n
good bealth were stricken with the disease and
died. The Chicago pupers of Monday mentiou
the arrival st thut point of o lurge lot of catile
siwilarly aflected, none of which could be sold,

It 18 “probable thal Lhese are portions
of 1he same lol, swnd it would seem
that the crowding together in  the
stock cars ageravales the disease and

juereases (he mortality. Some of these catle
are Irom Texas, while the principal portion were
brought from tbhe Northwestern Siwates, The
Texas cattle staud the fever muoch better than
the otlicrs, but the whole lot looks very sickly.
The Peonsylysuin Rullrond Company gave
orders not to ship them any forther East, nnd
they will probably sll be rendeted into grouse
here, Some speedy disposition should be made
of them, because, it they nie allowed to pasture
here there 18 greal davger of spreading the dis-
enie among our native ceattle. Those who have
grazing lunds In this county will be slow to
sllow these diees-ad animals to enter upon
them, as by so doing the fever may get a hold
v.-lm-l'. cannot be checked unttl great damage is
sgustained, Our Meust lnspector should also keep
a sharp look out lor these :'I.ht_l[i:l", nnd see thar
pone of them are allowed! Lo tind a place on our
market sialls, Those who deal iv Inierior or
sichenn” meat #hould be caretully watched, and
any attenpt to aell the flesh of these animuls
for food should be punlshed fo the extent ol
the law,
